months ago, but was defeated. He 


then fled to Honduras.

The Chinese Murder Trial 
Continued. 


RATHER TEDIOUS TESTIMONY. 


Clayton White’s Application for a 
Change of Venue Denied by 
Judge McKinley—New 
Cases—Notes. 


The Chinese murder case, in which 
Wong Gunn, Ah Len, Ah Jung and 
Ah Chung are charged with the mur- 
derof Fong Ah Lung, was resumed 
before Judge McKinley yesterday 
morning, when a number of witnesses 
were called for the prosecution. 

The first one, Chan Kui Ling, testi- 
fled that several of the defendants bore 
nicknames, for peculiarities of appear- 
ance. This explained a certain confu- 
sion which bad arisen in the course of 
the trial, as sometimes one and some- 
times another name would be used for 
the same man. 

Officer Robert Stewart testified that 
he was standing on the east side of 
Alameda street at the time the shoot- 
ing took place, on the west side of the 
street, neur Marchessault alley. He saw 
Wong Kai Ling, who figures in the in- 
formation as Ah Len, raise a revolver 
and shoot at Fong Ah Lung, and the 
latter fell to the sidewalk. Then fol- 
lowed a confused fight in which fifteen 
or twenty shots were fired, and in the 
midst of it Wong Kai Ling crossed the 
street, and, after resting for a moment 
on a pile of sewer pipes, limped away 
out of sight. 

A recess was then taken until after- 
noon, wen Officer Collins testified 
that he had arrived at the spot about 
fifteen minutes after the affair took 
place. He went with the other officers 
to the house of Wong Kai Ling. They 
had to kick inthe door. Inside they 
found Wong Kai Ling in bed. He 
complained that he was lame and 
could not get up. 

Officer Jeffries was the next witness. 
He told of the capture of. Wong Kai 
Ling in substantially the same form as 
Officer Collins. — 

Lem - You, one of the principal wit- 
nesses for the prosecution, now took 
the stand, with Kim Yow as inter- 
preter. He first tooka hand at the 
work of disentangling the snarl of 
names which the variety of cognomens 
of the defendants and other partici- 
pee in the affair had brought about.

A QUEER CORNER OF THE STATE 


There is a county in this State of 
which a majority of the well-read 


readers of IE Times probably know 
less than they do of Alaska, or of the 
country around the Victoria Nyanza, 
made famous by recent explorers. To 
reach this county it is necessary to go 
outside of the State, and the trip from 
Los Angeles takes more time than it 
does to go from this city to Texas, or to 
Guaymas, on the Gulf of California. 
Yet this county is in the same Con- 
gress District as Los Angeles, and we 
may have to await the returns of its 
election before we know who is to rep- 
resent usin Washington. 

The county is Alpine, located in Cen- 
tral California, on the Nevada State 
line, between the countiesof Monoand 
El Dorado. It is almost inaccessible 
from California, and the venturesome 
aspirant for Congressional! honors from 
the Sixth District who shall attempt to 
visit his congtituents in that remote 
precinct will have to take the cars to 
Lathrop, switch off there to Reno, in 
Nevada, where he must take another 
train to Carson, and thence travel over 
a rough and somewhat hazardous stage 
route to his destination. 

An employé of the United States 
Census Bureau recently penetrated 
into this terra incognita, and has been 
telling the Pomona Progress about 
what he found there. Alpine covers a 
larger area that Orange county, but 
there are only about 3000 acres for 
farming in the whole county. Moun- 
tains occupy nearly all the territory of 
Alpine county, and sheep-herding is 

o exclusive business there. The pop- 

ation of the county is less than 350, 
and of these only about 100 live in 
families, the rest in mountain cabins. 
The only village in the county is Mark- 
lecville, the county seat, where the 
population is 143. There is but one 
doctor, one barber, nine professional 
gamblers, one lawyer, two merchants, 
four ba ms, two postoflices and one 
hotelin the county. The county has 
lost over 120 of its population since 
1880. 

The census man is engaged in exam- 
ining the records of the County Clerks’ 
offices, in order to find out the mort- 
gaged indebtedness and the number of 
real-estate transfers recorded for the 
past ten years. The County Olerk’s 
office for Alpine county is a wooden 
structure about twenty feet square. 
The jail, which bas not contained a 
prisoner since 1887, consists of but two 
cells. The County Clerk and County 
‘Treasurer is—or are—one man, and it 
was a whole day before he could be 
found to open the office for an inspec- 
tion of the books. He said he had not 
opened the office for over six weeks, 
and that he sometimes had no business 
as a county official for four or five 
months. During the past ten years, 
eleven mortgages and fourteen deeds 
had been recorded in the county. In 
1888 and 1886 neither a mortgage nor a 
deed was placed on record. The an- 
nual fees of the dual functionary av- 
erage a little over thirty dollars, and 
he says he would resign his position, 
but likes the honor of the office. 

What a delightfully primitive condi- 
tion of affairs is here revealed, and 
what a pity that we cannot run this 
county in the same simple manner! No 
bitter struggles for office, no super- 
fluous deputyships and—no stealings. 
Here is a place where the office un- 
doubtedly seeks the man. Alpine 
county would certainly be a good place 
to go to, in order to cool off, about elec- 
tion time, but one would probably have 
to make the trip on snow shoes. 


THE FRENCH COLONY AND THE 
SHERIFF’S OFFICE. 


Our French contemporary Le Gaulois, 
which is waging an aggressive war 
upon that disreputable class of people 
who are a disgrace to the French col- 
ony and to the city, noting the fact 
that the present Sheriffis an aspirant 
for reélection, recalls an incident 
which happened a short time ago. 

The editor of the Gaulois was ap- 
proached by an attaché of the Sheriff’s 


aame of a Frenchman for a deputy- 
ship at the prison. After conferring 
with other French citizens a compe- 
tent man was mentioned, whose name 
was referred to the Sheriff as the rec- 
ommendation of the French colony. 
What was the surprise of the French 
citizens who had interested themselves 
in “the matter when they received 
word from the Sheriff’s office, a 
few days later, that the applicant, 
in order to be acceptable. must be 
recommended by two persons . who 
were named—one the leader of those 
degraded beings who prey upon the 
outcasts of Alameda street, and the 
other a man who takes this class under 
his protection. Of course the gentle- 
man whose name had been suggested 
indignantly refused such disgraceful 
conditions, and it took those who had 
acted for him some time to recover 
from their surprise and mortification 
atthe insult. 

Commenting upon this affair, the 
Gaulois says: 


Sheriff Aguirre has already announced 
that he isa candidate for reélection. We 
will not ask him whether he intends to re- 
new his big champagne dinners with the 
chief of the macs.“ That does not con- 
dern us. What we wish to know. however, 
before he asks for a single French vote 
18, whether in future it will be a sine qua 
non for those who desire a position under 
him to be recommended by the gentry re- 
ferred toor their allies. ili it, perhaps, 
be necessary for a Freachman to obtain a 
certificate of good character from Miss 
Cora Phillips, before his application can be 
considered at the Sheriff’s office. 


Last night P. Ballade, one of the 
persons above referred to as being con- 
sidered necessary indorsers of appli- 
cants for position in ‘the Sberiff's 
office, made a personal assault upon 
Charles Raskinof the Gaulois, and re- 
ceived in return a blow from that gen- 
tleman’s cane, the marks of which he 
will carry with him for some time to 
come. 

That disreputable element, the very 
existence of which is ignored in polite 
circles, has been growing continnally 
bolder of late in Los Angeles. They 
make no secret of their claim to con- 
trol elections and decisions of the 
lower courts. It is high time 
that these gentry should be severely

The Judge said there were seven or 
eight decisicns involved in the case, 
but he had written but two opinions.

show. In the case of the alleged 
widow the Court says the contradic- 
tions in the case of this claimant are 
irreconcilable, and can not be recon- 
ciled on the basis that decedent and 
defendant were man and wife. 
Judge Coffey held that the other con- 
tes ®. with the exception of the 
Willfamé tlaimants, had made no case. 
The latter were deciared next of kin. 
Fi ce Blythe, the heiress, is the 
daughter of Thomas Henry Biythe and 
Julia Perry, whom Blythe met in Lon- 
don in 1878, and who afterward mar- 
ried Joseph Ashcroft. Little is known 
ef Bilythe’s antecedents. He left 
Liverpool on the steamer Antelope in 
1849 and arrived in this city in the same 
8 He invested what money he had 
the purchase of a block of land now 
in the heart of the business portion of 
the city, and the rents and jncrease of 
value thereof made him Wealthy. He 
also owned a large amount of land in 
San Diego, Arizona and Mexico. He 
died April 4, 1883, at his apartments in 
this city, where he was livinig with 
Alice Dickason, who claimed to have 
been married to him by contract.

GRAPES IN DEMAND. 


Higher Prices Offered and Further 
Advances Expected. 

San Frawcisco, July 31.—[{By the 
Associated Press.] The demand still 
keeps up for dried wine grapes, and 31 
cents a pound is being offered. Com- 
miision merchants estimate that 350 
carloads have been shipped, and con- 
tracts for 700 loads more can be made. 
The shortage of fruit in the Eastern 
States is the cause of this continued 
advance. The call for dried wine 
grapes has shown a good effect on 
fresh grapes. The principal demand 
comes from the Eastern and Southern 
States. It is the opinion that one-half 
the grape crop could be sold this year. 
If this demand oy up the wine 
sales next year will be materially af- 
fected, antl an advance in the pries of 
wines may be expected. It is possible 
and likely that dried grapes will ad- 
vance to 6 cents a pound.

TWO GHASTLY CRIMES. 


FOUR MURDERERS ON TRIAL UP 
NORTH. 


One Turns State’s Evidence—His 
Story of the Butchery of Fred- 
erlokson and Wife—An 
Awful Narrative.

OYSTERVILLE (Wash.,) July 31.— 
[By the Associated Press.] What 
gives promise of being the most sensa- 
tional murder case in the history of 
Washington is now in progress in the 
Superior Court. John Edwards, Ed- 
ward Gibbons, John B. Rose and 
George Rose are being tried for the 
murder of J. F. Frederickson and wife 
in Pacifié county January 30th last. 
The court began the work on Tuesday 
of impaneling a jury, which was com- 
pleted on the same day. It was 
arranged that defendants should be 
tried in the following order: Edwards 
first, Gibbons second, John B. Rose 
third and George Rose last. The 
courtroom was packed when the case 
against Edwards was called yesterday. 

After the case had been opened 
George Rose, one of the defendants, 
was called to the witness stand and 
related the following story of the 
crime: On the morning of January 
30th the defendants got Frederickson 
to go with them to look after some cat- 
tle. While walking along a trail half 
a mile from the house Gibbons said, 
„Lock here, Frederickson!’ Fred-

face. The cartridge was loaded with 
shot. Frederickson fell dead without 
2 a word. Before burying him 
John B. Rose took all the money out 
of his pockets, fifty-eight or fifty-nine 
dollars, and divided it among the other 
defendants. The body was then buried 
where it fell. The defendants then 
returned to John B. Rose’s house, 

John B. Rose and Edwards then 
went to Frederickson’s house, and on 
some excuse brought Mrs. Frederick- 
son to Rose’s house. When near the 
pigpen Edwards raised his rifle and 
shot Mrs. Frederickson through the 
head, killing her instantly. A grave 
two feet and a half deep was then dug, 
3 murdered woman was placed 

Young Rose’s testimony contradicted 
his first confessions, but he gave as a 
reason that he had been instructed by 
counsel at that time to make different 
statements in order that people would 
not know what he would testify; also 
that he did not wish to implicate his 
father. 

On cross-examination he adhered 
closely to his story, denying that he 
assaulted the murdered woman. The 
defense will endeavor to prove that 
George alone committed the murder, 
and that he first assaulted the woman, 
breaking her arm in the struggle.

holidays. All bids must be addressed: 
“Director of the Mint, Treasury 


Department, Washington.” They 
must state the quantity offered 
in fine ounces, the price 


per fine ounce, and the mint at which 
the bullion will be delivered. Bidders 
will be notified by telegraph of the ac- 
ceptance or rejection of offers, The 
right to reject any or all bids is re- 
served, and also to accept any portion 
of the amount offered. Delivery or 
purchase must be completed within ten 
days after acceptance} of the offer. 
When bars bear the stamp of well 
known refineries such approximate 
value will be paid pending melting and 
assay as may be regarded safe and 
proper. When the bullion pfirchased 
is of a character to require parting or 
refining the usual mint charges for 
these operations. must be paid 
seller.

THE VENTURA CONVENTION, 


The Hand of Esau, Whose Other 
Name is Vandever. 

The Republican County Convention 
of Ventura county was held on Satur- 
day last, and a telegraphic report of 
the nominations made was published 
in Tue Times of Monday. Since then 
the Ventura Free Press has come to 


hand with a detailed report of the pro- 


ceedings, 

According to that journal the busi- 
ness of the convention proceeded har- 
moniously until a resolution indorsing 
W. H. Wilde for Congress was intio- 
duced. Then, according to the Free 
Press, “for a time it appeared as 
though an element of discord was 
about to be introduced, which might 
end heaven knew where, But the 
danger was averted, the crisis safely 
passed, and the convention settled 
back into its chairs with a sigh and a 
sense of relief. a little friction oo- 
curred over the State Convention dele- 
gation, but the Morrow men were 80 
overwhelmingly in the majority that 
the Markham men had to accept the 
situation. lt was something gained 
for the latter that the delegation was 
sent uninstructed, for with the major- 
ity for Morrow it is a wonder that the 
delegates were not instructed for him.” 

The correctness of this report is, 
however, denied by gentlemen now in 
the city, who were present. The 
“overwhelming”’ sentiment in favor of 
Morrow appears to have been a myth— 
a fact which is demonstrated by the 
failure to instruct for Morrow, and by 
the further fact, as now claimed, that 
six out of the seven delegates elected 
are for Markham. 

W. H. Barnes introduced the resolu- 
tion iadorsing Mr. Wilde, and moved 
ite adoption, showing thatthe gentle- 
man’s candidacy came to him un- 
sought. Thereupon Thomas R. Bard 
arose and offered a protest for Gen. 
Vandever in his absence.’”’ He said 
that “Gen. Vandever well knew of the 
action which was about to be tak 
and -he had made certain charges 
against Wilde, which he wished pre- 
sented here. The matter, it was true, 
was a personal quarrel between Van- 
dever and Wilde. It was perhaps not 
necessary for the convention to enter 
into the quarrel, but he had been 
asked to present these charges, and he 
would now, with the permission of the 
con rention, do so.”’ 

J. C. Daly (formerly City Attorney of 
Los Angelés) asked whether it was 
rigbt to introduce private and personal 
quarrels into the convention. He 
would make the point of order that 


4 | this was not a tit subject to be intro- 


duced into the convention in this man- 
ner. Thatif charges were to be made 
they should be referred to a committee 
to be appointed for the purpose of de- 
. Whether the charges were 
proper subjects for the investigation of 
the convention, The convention could 
not, he said, go into private quarrels, 
nor should they be permitted to jeop- 
ardize the interests of the party; the 
interests of the Republican party were 
paramount to all personal interests or 
considerations. That the manner of 
introducing these charges, by innu- 
endo, were more damaging by far in 
its ambiguity than had the charges 
been made fully. He wanted no 
abridgement of the voice, or of public 
assailment of public men for just 
cause, but he deprecated this manner 
of injecting a private quarrel which 
might not be a proper subject for their 
consideration into this convention. 

Several other delegates coincided 
sisted. The question was then = 
and the resolution indorsing Mr. Wilde 
was adopted, with only three or four 
negative votes. [Said to be but two.] 

It appears that the question between 
ilde and Gen. Vandever is an 
old one, arrising from the last cam- 
paign, and had been thoroughly and 
satisfactorily settled, as shown by let- 
ters from Gen. Vandever, now in Mr. 
Wilde’s possession. It is further as- 
serted that Gen. Vandever had con- 
ceived the idea than an indorsement of 
Mr. Wilde would in some way be an 
affront to his dignity—‘‘a slap in the 
face and a stab in the back’’—hence 
his objection, which the people of Ven- 
tura county evidently do not consider 
well taken.
